Project: Deepwater Wind Block Island, LLC proposes to construct and maintain the Block
Island Wind Farm (BIWF), a 30-megawatt (MW) offshore wind farm located in Rhode Island
state territorial waters. The BIWF will consist of five 6-MW wind turbine generators (WTGs),
a submarine cable interconnecting the five WTGs, and a 34.5-kilovolt (kV) submarine
transmission cable from the northernmost WTG to an interconnection point on east-central
Block Island where the cable will go ashore to a new substation built at the existing Block
Island Power Company (BIPCO) property. In connection with the BIWF, Deepwater Wind
Block Island Transmission, LLC proposes to construct the Block Island Transmission System
(BITS), a 34.5-kV alternating current bi-directional submarine transmission cable from Block
Island to the Rhode Island mainland at Scarborough Beach. This project also requires Special
Exceptions for the cable landfall locations which are in Type 1 waters.

The workshop on the above cited application will be held at 8:30 a.m. on Thursday,
April 3, 2014, in the Auditorium of the Coastal Institute, URI Bay Campus, South Ferry
